REAL  ESTATE  BY-LAW. 

A Hv-Law  for  raising  Municipal  Jlevenue  for  the 
year  1888. 

E it  enacted  by  the  Mayor  and  Council  of  the  City 

) of  New  Westminster  as  follows: — 

1.  From  and  after  the  passing  of  this  By-Law  the 
general  Municipal  revenue  of  the  City  shall  be  raised, 
levied  and  collected  for  the  use  of  the  Corporation, 
from  such  sources  as  are  hereinafter  provided. 

2.  '1  here  shall  be  assessed,  levi  d and  collected  for 
the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty- 
eight,  upon  the  assessed  value  of  all  City  lots  within 
the  limits  of  the  said  City  (other  than  City  lots  be- 
longing to  the  Corporation)  a rate  of  one  and  one-third 
of  one  cent,  on  the  dollar,  irrespective  of  all  special 
rales  or  assessments  required  by  any  other  By-Law  to 
be  levied  as  hereby  provided. 

3.  That  owner  or  owners  of  City  lots  whose  lots  are 
rated  and  assessed  on  the  assessment  Roll  shall  pay  or 
cause  to  be  paid  to  the  collector  of  taxes  for  the  Cor- 
poration of  the  City  of  New  Westminster  on  or  be- 
fore the  31st  day  of  July,  18S8,  all  sums  of  money  for 
which  he,  she  or  they  may  be  r;.ted  or  assessed.
